No Abolition 
For Senate 
Is Decision 



(By Canadian University Press) 

Last Friday at Carlcton Collesc. 
the Liberals 'defeated the Canadian 
Commonwealth University Feder- 
ation motion tot iUe abolition of 
the Canadian Senate by a mere 
majority of two. At the first session 
of the Carlcton mock parliament, 
the house was kept in an uproar 
by frequent intcrriuptions, on 
points of order etcetera, and the 
Speaker of the House. Professor 
Frank McKinnon, had to make use 
of firm but spriRhtly hand to keep 
the session from bccominfi unruly. 
The vote finally counted at 31-29. 

The CCUF opened the Mocic Par- 
liament with B surprise when Des 
Bowen, CCXJF party chairman, 
moved that Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie KinR be sent a letter of 
commend.ntion upon his havinR 
been selected for the Order of 
Merit by His Majesty. King Georec 
VI. This motion was passed unan- 
imously by the House. 

Speelatora Confused 
. Spectators and most of the mem- 
bers themselves became somewhat 
confused over an amendment to 
thr abolition motion and an amend- 
ment to the amendment. The 
amendment to the motion, made by 
Lib. Leader Russ Bell, called for 
retention of the Senate witli more 
efficiency by the faster pas.saRc of 
Icgislalion from , the Lower to the 
Upper Mouse. 

ProRrcasive Confcrvalivc Leader 
Ian Campbell moved"the amend- 
went to the amendment* with the 
rr.-olulion that more private bills 
bo introduced fiisl In the Senate 
and that ministers and private 
nicmlicr.s be allowed to appear in 
cither House to present their bills. 
Join Forces 

Immediately after the House de- 
feated the Conservative resolution 
thç p!c.'s and the Liberals openly 
Joined forces. Prime Minister Bell 
and Liberal parly whip Howie 
Sommervillc crossed the floor and 
went into a conference with the 
P.C.'s in spite of the fact that the 
Speaker was standing. Eventually 
the spluttering and astonished 
Speaker cleared the floor of the 
unaliashcd huddle. 

When order had been restored 
and the offcndcr.s had been repri- 
manded, the House defeated the 
Liberal amendment to the motion. 

Thfe Hoiwe was thrown into an 
uproar when the vote was taken 
on the abolition motion. The vote 
was obviously close and the har 
rassed Speaker had to establish the 
tighis of Eric Lahey, a CCUF sup 
porter, to be in the House. The 
Conservatives maintained he was a 
"visitor" with no right to vote, but 
he produced his college registra- 
tion card and his vote was allowed,

Society Function;

ty is mentioned — if it Is mention- 
ed at all. The popular misconcep- 
tion of the' Society's function Is a 
result of the fact that the majority 
of students only see the Key dur- 
ins the football season, performing 
a function which is, tsrictly speak- 
ing, not a part of their duties at 
all; the Key is something quite 
different. 

The Key is, in fact, the only hon- 
orary society for the whole of the 
male student body of McGill, and 
its duty consists in acting as the 
official host of the university. To 
obtain money for their sweaters 
and for operating expenses ,the Key 
has . contracted to take charge of 
Molson Stadium during the inter- 
collegiate football season. 

FORMED IN 1935 
Formed in 1925, on the pattern 
of the Dartmouth Green Key, the 
Scarlet Key has been the envy of 
many Canadian and American uni- 
versities. Several have formed 
similar societies after their repre- 
sentatives were received here by 
the Key. Very rccntly McMasler 
University has taken steps to form 
a Key of its own, basing it on Mc- 
GiU's model. 

During the- war, the Key was 
forced to take on many' tasks such 
as ushering and ticket-taking due 
to the man-power shortage, but 
for the past two years these activ- 
ities have been stopped, and the 
Key has reverted to its primary 
role of welcoming visitors to the 
University. 

Bear In Mind 
All clubs who are Inviting guest 
speakers or other visitors to McGill 
might bear in mind that it is the 
Key's duty to meet these visitors, 
and the clubs should advise the 
Key of these intentions. With the 
elections for the Scarlet Key com- 
ing up^on December 8, students 
should look over the list of candi- 
dates appearing in to-day's Daily, 
famjliarize themselves with the 
candidates and vote for those whom 
they think will represent the uni- 
versity most efficiently, ably, and 
courteously.

Brilliant Discovery Made in Cave 



Lachine, Que,, November 28, — 
(Daily Special) — DiscoveiV yes- 
terday by the. Lake St. Louis Ar- 
cheological Society of ancient in- 
scriptions on the wall- of a cave 
near this Montreal suburb has Can- 
adian archeologists from coast to 
coast agog with excitement. The 
discovery was made by Dr. Herman 
Steufeldrosch, who was carrying 
out investigations on a believed 
Indian village site near the north- 
west comer , of Peterson Residence. 

Although Dr. Steufeldrosi^ .was 
loth to conunit himselt as to the full 
significance of his discovery, he de- 
monstrated immense enthusiasm as 
he emerged from the cavern with a 
photographic specimen of the draw- 
ings. "If this work is a.<; authentic 
as it seems," he said, "then a com- 
plete re-estimatlon of both the 
Theory, of Evolution, and Professor 



McSIickstuffs Concept of Historio- 
Dynamics must be made. This re- 
presents, in essence, a higher con- 
cept of civilization than anything 
we have even visualized." - 

Dr. Steufeldrosch, explaining his 
comcern that his discoveries be 
given full publicity in the academic 
world, was most cooperative in 
providing The Dally with an ex- 
ample of' the 'drawings. That re- 
produced abovt Is, ht' says, prob- 
ably dbhe In the solid granit* cava 
wall by means of a pre-electric 
pneumatic drili. 

The Lake St.- Louis Archeologl- 
cal Society head immediately 
wired all universities and archco- 
logical .societies on the Continent 
with word of his discovery, and ob- 
servers are expected by rait and 
air today.-

it stands in much the same position as an 



undcr;;raduato society. .\nd passage of the 
iiniciidinenl will mean that their society will 
stand in niiicli the same relationship as the in- 
dividual undergraduate society docs to the 
Students' Society. 

The principal objection thus far raised, how- 
ever, does not contradict any of these points. 
The praduate students feel — and justifiably — 
that they should have been consulted for some 
expression of opinion before the SJ1.C. decision 
was made. 

This is perhaps true, and it is unfortunate 
that S.E.C. members, after repeated attempts 
to contact tlie Graduate, Students' Society, met 
with no success. But, it, also must be understood 
that the former organization had no desire what- 
ever to "impose" anything on the students in- 
volved. 

From the strictly legal point of view, it may 
be argued that the S.E.C., in proposing the 
amendment, were not .duty-bound to abide by 
the wishes and desires of the. graduate students 

alone. 

The Council is charped with the duty of 
making decisions which it feels arc in the 
interests of the student body at large. And in 
asking the graduates to become members of the 
Society, the S.E.C. feels that it is accomplish- 
inp just that. 

• .Morally, however, if, is equally true that e.\- 
pressions of opinion on the part of liic praduate 
."tudents would not only have been (Icsirablc, 
but would have been keenly appreciated. 

Failing previous contact and agreement, how- 
ever, the path remains open for amicable ne- 
gotiation. Individually, the graduate student will 
favor (he move onee he looks into the entire 
situation. And a further result of negotiation 
will he a deeper appreciation of llic graduate 
student viewpoint when the amendment is pro- 
posed to the student body at large.— A.T.

Dear Sir: 

In reference to comr.ide R. de 
Kcrgcsky's reply to my article 
about Communism. I would like to 
add a few comments to his own. The 
author of "Uc Sacrifice du Matin" 
was one of the three chiefs of the 
French Resistance movement. Be- 
cause of his high ranking position 
he had a broader outlook of the 
movement than the single agent 
who wrote this "Memoirs d'un 
Agent secret." A single agent will 
de.il with <T very small nucleu.s of 
companions. In order to know only 
a few members, so that it captur- 
ed, he might reveal little. 

As to the figures, comrade de 
Kcrgesky, of the Communists par- 
ticipating in the underground, they 
aro simply exaggerated. While serv- 
ing in England, I met several Free 
French Air Force chaps who work- 
ed in the underground before their 
escape from P'rance. When asked 
about the participation of Com- 
munists they mentioned that these 
ucrc in minor proportions. More 
over to ascertain this fact, last year 



one of our room mates was > for- 
mer maquis and he gave us some 

very interesting stories o) the un- 
derground. He also spoke of Com- 
munists in his group. Iliey were 
Spanish Communists who fled from 
Spain at the closing of the 1936 Re- 
volution and roamed in France till 
War II. What this chap said of 
them could not well be printed. 

In niy article t spoke rather 
vaguely about Communist Maurice 
Thorcz and of the insipid part 
which he played in the under- 
ground. How could he do anything 
fince he was not even in Franca 
during the war. At the outbreak of 
the hostilities, he was called for 
mobilization. However, Maurice 
Thorez felt it better to leave the 
country and enter Russia where he 
remained throughout the war. 
When the hosUlitles were over, he 
wanted to return to France but his 
act of desertion, a very serious 
offence In the French Army, stiU 
hung over him. General de Gaulle 
permitted him to enter the country, 
due to pressure from Stalin at the 
time when France was in need of 
the Allies. 

As for comrade Albert who would 

rather be called a Red by the Rats 
than a Rat by the Reds I wonder 
what he would answer if he was 
called a Red Rat.

Since a review of Ella Goldstein,

This is 
not an achievement but a prere- 
quisite to going on the stage. 

Thirdly: Since technical accuracy 
as far as notes are concerned, is to 
be taken for granted, something 
more should be expected of an 
artist This something is described 
in different ways by different peo- 
ple: taste, feeling, interpretation, 
control, tone coloring ,etc. 

Fourthly: Since J. K. takes all 
the above things to be axiomatic, 
all reviews signed as al>ove may be 
read with this in mind.

Wolfgang Rose who assisted Mr. 
Elman the other night is just about 
the best pianist heard here this sea- 
son. He has a fluency and ease that 
Is the equal of any we have heard 
here and what is more he has that 
something else. 

His performance of the Brahms 
Sonata with Mr. Elman the other 
night was one of the pianistic high- 
lights of the season. Indeed one al- 
most suspects that Mr. Eiman's in- 
terpretation might have benefited 
by the consummate artistry of his 
CO- worker.

A Critique — Dialectic Materialism

Profound definitions remarks 
Plekhanov, do not refute super- 
ficial ones, but supplementing them, 
preserve them In themselves. His- 
torical materialism \i now accused 
of economic determinism. A letter 
from Engels to Bloch will suffice 
for this answer: . 

"According to the materialist 
Interpretation of history the deter- 
mining ulemeot is, ultimatefy the 
production and reproduction in 
real life. More than this Marx nor 
I 'have ever asserted. If, therefore, 
someone twists this Into the state- 
ment that the economic element 
is the/only determining one, he 
transforms it ino a meaningless, 
abstract and absurd phrase." 

We agree that men make history 
and that history is transformed by 



men. But the emphasis of historical 
circiunstanccs are more potent than 
the strongest of individuals is a 
fact that cannot be easily dispensed 
with. Further, Plekhanov asserts, 
for the great man the general 
character of his effort, "is empir- 
ically given necessity." From this 
quotation, it is evident that the 
paradoxical and fantastic disserta- 
tion of Mr. Garmaise could only 
have resulted either from conscious 
distortion or «n incomplete as- 
similation and integration of Dia- 
lectical Materialism. 

Space does not permit me to re- 
capitulate x all his bald sporadic 
statements, strewn as it were over 
a vast field In which no existence 
in continuity Is evident To crlic- 
ize and to transcend in criticizing 
would demand a longer pper. It

would be well if this gentleman 
should read, not the interpreters 
of Marx, but Marx and others who 
have advanced dialectics, to the 
supreme posiUon it holds in con 
temporary science. 

Ater a long and tiresome tirade 
against dialectics, he now asserts 
In that oft cursory manner, that it 
Is good for more primitive races, 
but for we who are dl/mlfied. it is 
not applicable. I can reiterate that 
sUtement of his for more primitive 
races only with a deep feeling of 
hollow complacency that'transforms 
contempt into mere pity. 

There is no dignity when there 
are wars of a universal significance, 
caused by the clash of vested econ- 
omic interests. There is no dignity 
when the partial fires of Buchenr

Elman and Rupp 
In Reeital 



Mischa Elman, who is an incor- 
rigible romantic in his playing and 
interpretation, gave an Interesting 
and enjoyable recital at the Plateau 
Auditorium on Tuesday evening. 
Wolfgang Rose was Xhp assisting 
artist. 

In a programme of music chosen 
for his style of playing Mr. Elman 
proved to his listeners that the 
"Elman tone" has lost none of its 
rich glory and that the Elman 
fluency is as great as ever. 

The music opened with a Bach 
Unaccompanied Partita arranged 
for violin and piano by Nachez. 
While this reviewer is not especial- 
ly partial to transcriptions of 
Bach's worlcs, it must be conceded 
that this arrangement suited Mr. 
Elman somewhat more than the 
original work and that it was 
given a vital performance. 

The most Interesting work on 
the programme was the Brahms 
Sonata Op. 108. Here more than 
anywhere else on the programme 
there was a mutual understanding 
between Messrs. Elman and Rose 
which made their performance 
truly enjoyable. This sonata is 
essentially romantic In character 
and Mr. Elman exploited this, es- 
pecially in the beautiful slow move- 
ment, altbo'ugb be never became 
sentimental. 

The Spohr Concerto, the Debussy 
Sonata and the Salnt-Saens Havan- 
aise which followed were given 
excellent If individual perform- 
ances. Sometimes, however, one 
wondered just how Mr. Elman 
came by his phrasing. 

The recital concluded with Mr. 
Eiman's arrangement of the Twenty- 
Fourth Paganini Caprice'. For this 
last spot on the programme was re 
served all the fireworks one could 
possibly care to hear In a pro 
gramme of violin music. It is to 
Mr. Eiman's credit^that the tech' 
nical exercise was tossed oft so 
leaiily. 

The usual encores concluded the

U of T Puts 
Symphony In 
Reoperation 



Reporter Has Birdseye View 
Of Biology Biiildiii^^,.^W.Sj^ 



(By Canadian University Press) 
Last year the University of Tor- 
onto Symphony Orchestra, after -an 
extended period of shabby disre- 
pute, emerged under the baton of 
Toronto undergraduate, Hans Grub- 
er, as among the most prominent 
rfnd most spectacular of the univer- 
sity student activities. This rebirth 
is duo, in large measure, to the 
energy and ability of Mr. Grubcr 
and to the support given him by 
the faculty and student executives. 
The orchestra budget was enlarged 
making possible the purchase of 
new music. The Students' Adminis- 
trative Council, sponsors of the or- 
chestra, sent 'them on a tnur of 
neighbouring campi last year. The 
large enrollment in the university 
provides a larger group of players 
than the orchestra has previously 
been able to muster. Last year the 
orchestra had about seventy-five 
members, and was a well balanced 
instrumental unit. The previous size 
ranged in the neighbourhood of 
forty pieces and was a miracle of 
unbalance and orchestral incom- 
pleteness. 

The orchestra library until last 
year, was a depressing collection of 
high school orchestra selections, 
embarrassing program material for 
a Symphony Orchestra. Last year 
Mr. Grubcr stuck his and the orches- 
tra's neck out; he programmed Bee- 
thoven's Egmont Overture and the 
Jena Symphony, which was the first 
performance in Canada of this 
work: Rachmaninoffs Second Piano 
Concerto. Liszt's Les Preludes, a 
Purccll Ballet Suite, and a unupic 
of opera arias. The challenge of this 
music called forth all the abilities 
of the performers, producing a con- 
vincing rather than perfunctory 
performance. 

For the coming season, Hans Gru- 
bcr again conducting, the orchestra 
will perform Shostakovitch's Fifth 
Symphony, Beethoven's Third Piano 
Concerto and assisted by a newly 
formed two hundred-voice Univer- 
sity mixed chorus, Mozart's Re- 
quiem. The orchestra has retained 
this .vear ils size and instrumenta- 
tion well intact and has been re- 
hearsing now since the middle of 
October. It will again go on tour in 
February or March.

Science is a field for women 
now, although it Ls far from thick- 
ly populated by them. Since the 
war, however, the number of fe- 
male science students at McGill has 
bçcn increasing. A visit to the Bio- 
logical Building will show them at 
different stages in the pur.<;uit of 
knowledge. • 

With fresh lab coati and shiny 
new sets of instruments, ambitious 
co-eds trot off to the elementary 
zoology lab. Here they arc con- 
fronted witlt a pickled frog for dis* 
section. Unabashed, the girls "get 
Into It" while the boys hide behind 
benches.
